it Ordained by the faid Lords and Commons, That all Merchandize, Goods, and neceffaries, which ſhall 
be for the ſupportation, uſe, and expence of the ſaid ſeverall Plantations, ſhall, or may be exported thi- | 
ther from this Kingdome by any of the SubzeQs thereof, without paying or yeelding any Cultom, Suh- 
fidie, Taxation, Impolition, or other duty for the ſame / the duty of Excize excepted during the ſpace of 
- three yeares next enſuing, except unto the Plantation in new-found Lands ; provided, That from Hales 
totime, as any ſuch Merchandize and Goods be A. 5'Y ured to be exported for the uſe aforeſaid, fecu- 
rity be firſt given to the Commitlioners and Officers of the Cuſtoms where ſuch Goods ſhall be laden, that 
the ſaid Merchandizes and Goods foto be exported by vertue ofthis Ordinance ſhall be really tranſported 
to the faid forraigne Plantations, and to no other places, and there to be imployed for the only uſe of 
the Plantations; and that Certificate ſhall be returned from thence within one yeare after the lading 
thereof of the Ships arrivall, and diſcharge in the {aid forraigne Plantations. - And: for that there is great 
want of ſervantsin the ſaid Plantations, as well for therailing of commodities apt to be produced there, as 
for defence of themſelves from being made a prey to the Natives, of forraigne enemies. Be it further Ors 
dained by the aid Lords and Commons, That it ſhall be lawfull for any perſon or perſons, Subjes of 
this Kingdome, to entertaine, and tranſport from hence into the ſaid ſeverall Plantations, ſuch perſons 
being fit to ſerve, or advance the Trade there, as ſhall be willing to ſerve, or to be employed in the faid 
ſeverall forraigne Plantations ; provided, that the names of all ſuch perſons ſo to be tranſported to ſerve 
in the faid Plantations, be firlt Regiſtred inthe Cuſtom-houſe, and that neither force be uſed to take up 
any ſuch ſervants,nor any Apprentiſesentiſed to deſert their Maſters,nor anyChildren under age admitted 
Without exprefle conſent of their Parents: And provided alto, that certificate within one yeare be returned 
* from the Governour, or other chiefe Officer of {uch Plantation, where ſuch perſons ſhall be put on ſfiore;of 
' thearrivall of the ſaid perſons there, that no fraud be uſed to.carry any ſuch perſons to any other place ; 
Provided alwaies, that none of the faid Plantations doe ſufter or permit any Ship, Bark, or Veſlell to take 
inany Goods of the growth of the {aid Plantations from any of their Ports, and.carry them to any fors 
raigne parts and places, except in Exgl:;ſb Bottomes ; and in caſe any of the ſaid Plantations ſhall offend 
| herein, then the Plantation fo offending ſhall be excluded from the benefit ofthis Ordinance; and ſhall 
pay cuſtome as other Merchants doe to France, Spaine; Holland, and other forraigne parts:
